.  Supplies  of  ^.TDerican  apples  on  the  British  icarket  are  greatly  in 
excess  of  desaand  and  arrivals  are  continuing  in  excessive  quantity,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  from  ilr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  pruit  Specialist 
in  London.     The  Liverpool  auction  prices  for  An;erican  barrelei  stock  on 
7/ednesday  changed  only  slightly  froni  the  prices  realized  last  week,  but  the 
tendency  v/as  dovmward.    Prices  on  boxed  varieties  in  general  were  lower. 
Prices  paid  for  American  apples  in  the  Glasgov/  market  during  the  week  were 
lov/er  than  those  prevailing  in  Liverpool  but  the  London  market  paid  about 
the  same  as  Liverpool,    iir.  Smith  states  that  growers  and  shippers  should 
bear  in  mind  that  the  marking  recuirements  showing  the  country  of  origin 
of  all  apples  imported  into  the  British  rrarket  will  be  effective  on  all 
shipments  arriving  after  November  12. 

York  Imperials  continued  in  heavy  supply  this  week  and  the  demand 
v/as  only  moderate.    L.S.  lo.  1,  2^  inch  stock  selling  at  from  |;4.87  to 
$5,11,  the  same  as  last  week.    Highly  colored  Yorks,  however,  brought  from 
;j;5.11  to  $5.84  per  barrel.     Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  Stayman  V/inesaps  v/ere 
in  moderate  supply  but  met  with  a  slow  demand,  prices  for  most  grades  and 
sizes  showing  a  slight  downward  tendency  compared  with  those  realized  last 
week.     There  were  practically  no  supplies  of  Virginia  Jonathans  and  those 
offered  met  with  only  a  moderate  demand,  U.  S.  2:o.  1,  2^  inch  stock  in  good 
condition  bringing  from  ^5.35  to  ^5.60  per  barrel  as  against  ^5.60  to  4^6-08 
last  week.    Light  supplies  of  Rhode  island  Greenings  from  Kew  York  were  of- 
fered during  the  auction  and  brought  from  ;t;6,08  to  4^6.61  per  barrel  for 
U.S.  i;o.  1,  2^-  inch  stock. 

Supplies  of  V/ashington  Jonathans  exceeded  the  demand,  states  :^r. 
Smith.     Extra  fancy  fruit,  sizes  150/163/175  brought  from  ^£,25  to  ;;^2.31 
per  box  as  against  ^2.31  to  ^2.43  per  box  last  week.     Oregon  Spitzenbergs 
and  Delicious  v;ere  only  in  lis^'i^  supply  but  the  demand  v/as  slow  to  moderate. 
Supplies  of  Yellow  i  ewtowns  from  the  Lledford  district  in  Oregon  were  moder- 
ate, the  Extra  Fancy  grades  of  150/l63/l75 •  s  bringing  from. .y3. 10  to  ^3,22 
as  against  ^3.22  to  $3.47  last  week.     Fancy  Hood  Biver  i;ev;towns,  sizes 
150/l63/l75,  ranged  from  ;;p2.92  to  43.04  per  box.     The  same  size  and  grade 
of  California  Kev/towns,  however,  met  with  a  slow  demand  and  brought  ,;^2.19 
per  box  as  against  ^2.13  last  week. 

In  regard  to  the  British  requirements  mentioned  above  for  the  nark- 
ing of  the  coxintry  of  origin  on  packages  of  apples  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom,  growers  and  shippers  should  keep  in  mind  that  the  requirements 
will       met  if  the  boxes  and  barrels  are  marked  "Produce  of  the  U.S.xi.", 
or  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  packer  and  shipper  together  with  the 
abbreviation  U.S.A.      The  country  of  origin  must  be  indicated  in  letters 
not  leps  than  half  an  inch  in  height.
